Frankfort, Ky., Oct. 80— In an 
opinion by,Judg*. Carroll, the ap- 
pellate court reversed the Muh- 
lenberg circuit oourtjin the action 
of the .Illinois' Central vs. John 
B. Baker, who, with a number 
of other coal miners, sued in the 
qaarterly^conrt for damages re- 
sulting froni l beiuK',la , (l off, ow- 
ing to the failure of the railroad 
to fur nish c ars for the transpor- 
tation^ cosl.jgj.The railroad a'fk- 
ed a n injunction to prevent the 
case from being tried by quartei- 
Ivcouit, but a demurrer to the 
petit ion^ws8| 1 ,8UBtainf d by the 
circnitcourt.it was alleged by 
railroads JJthat Milton Clark, 
Robert Uar disou, C. Den ny and 
Walter Wilkins, attorneys, had 
conspired'with 1,600 miuerB to 
bring suits. In reversing the 
case, Judge Carroll, holds that a 
distinction should be observed 
between valid and groundless 
claims and when that' large a 
numb er of cases arising out of 
the same transaction, and rest- 
ing on one common ground are 
instituted against one defendant 
especially where one of the plain- 
tiffs has legally a meritoroos or 
enforcihle demand against the 
Mi'udant, the jurisdiction of the 
court nf equity may be invoked 
to save expense of defending 
seperate cases. The opinion 
holds that in the present cases 
the miners had not legally a 
meritorious or enforcible

town lots because the revenue from 
stocks, bonds and notes is sufficient 
for the purpose. 

The dog tax in Kentucky produced 
more revenue in 1»12 ($127,651) than 
all the taxes from bonds ($32,426). 
cash in banks ($64,240), and stocks in 
corporations ($14,000); total $110,666, 
while farm lands and town lots and 
improvements paid $3,177,360. 

"The Dog Tax" Counties la Ken- 
tucky are in the same fix as "the Cow 
Counties" were in California and it la 
high time to quit barking and com- 
mence biting. A rote for the tax 
amendment at the November election 
will make the other fellow do some 
howling, if "the Dog Tax" counties 

ill only do their duty and vote for 
the amendment and enable the legiala- 
ture to frame laws to make all classes 
of property pay their legitimate share 
of taxation. 

Extract From Report of State Tax 
Commission. 
"We recommend, that the proposed 
Constitutional Amendment should be 
adopted by the rotors of the state. 

"Thia Amendment has been care- 
fully drawn. Its provisions are clear 
and plain. 

"It follows precedents which hare 
been tried and proved successful ia 
Other states. 

"It authorizes practical changes, 
which, in our judgment. If adopted, 
will Increase revenue, remove restric- 
tions now handicapping valuable en- 
terprises, and place Kentucky upon a 
fair plane with other slates which 
have shown marked progress and 
prosperity, as a result of sane and 
aound revenue laws. 

"It provides that any and all changes 
made thereunder In our tax lawg up to 
1917 must be approved by the people 
themselves after passage by the leg- 
islature and their approval may be 
made a condition after that time, so 
that the whole matter rests in tbo 
hands of the people. 

"We ronslder the smendmem nec- 
essary in order to enable the ieKisla- 
tnre to take the Initiative In any ef- 
fective revision of the revenue laws 
of the state, which have been con- 
demned by the then State Tax font- 
mlsaions and criticised snnuslly by 
the State Kqualizatlon Board.

lag the care or oustody of the same 
having knowledge or the fact or upon 
receiving notice thereof, to cause the 
carcass of same to be burned within 
twelve noura or securely buried two 
and one-half feet deep.

CARE OF FARM MACHINERY 



In implements 
average farm 
la a largo Item la too business, hot It 
is astonishing ho* little attention ia 
paid to Its care. Plows are often loft 
la the last furrow or beside It, binders 
sad mowers are loft under a trea tor 
ssooths at a time aad the consequence 
Is poor service, heavy draft aad abort 
Ufa of the machine. For example, w* 
woajd at least expect a binder to oat 
l.W) acres of wheat without actually 
wearing out, if wo had time to do it 
st one Job, aad yet the farmer who 
raises a SO aero wheat crop rarely 
aaas a binder 80 years. Its life should 
la reality be much greater. The same 
rale holda good ?or other lmplementa. 

The lesson to be learned is thst ms 
chlnery rusts out or becomes unssiis- 
fsctory more from neglect than from 
use. A good khed should he provided 
sad sll implements should be carefully 
uteaued, working parts greased and 
ise machine stored after each period 
sf use. During the winter' or other 
convenient time all Implements should 
be gone over and put In perfect re- 
pair to avoid vsistlon when they ar* 
uj be used agaia.

In deep cuts and on hillside roads it Is 
frequently necessary t<> die a bank 
ditch abeve the road on the shoulder of 
the aiope lu order to Intercept surface 
water from the billable. Sucb ditches 
should discharge water into natural 
channels entirely away from the road. 

Thnt many country roads are never 
In repair la frequently due to defective 
drainage of the sutfaee because of the 
development of continuous obstruction 
on tbe shoulder or quarter of tbe road- 
way. This obstruction may be due to 
a gradual lowerinu of tbe wheel tracks 
on the center of the traveled way; the 
presence of a footpath, which is avoid- 
ed In repair operations, or. more fre- 
quently, to the presence of sod and 
often to all of these causes. 

It la customary in many localities 
to remedy the above defects and repair 
earth roads from time to time with a 
road machine or road grader. These 
machines vary in uizo and require from 
two to eight homes to operate them. 
The blsde of the road grader la design- 
ed to cut out nnd move a moderate 
quantity of earth In a direction at right 
angles to the road axis. The point of 
the blade should leave a clean, smooth 
cut. The earth is deposited past tbe 
heel of the blsde, and the blade may 
be raised at the heel to sink tht* polut 
Tbe earth will then pass under the 



lei. aud must be repaired there should 
be nn hesitation In forming entirely 
new gutters. The road must. In fact, 
be given a new- section, and the see 
tlou must be of uniform width, with 
even grades and outlets for tbe new 
gutters at all low poluts and at inter 
mediate iminta on hills. 

Sometime* when a road of proper 
alignment and width between gutters 
is out of shape, with' high shoulders 
and refuse along the gutters, it Is good

tennnce. It is sometimes called the 
road hone. This drag may be made 
with either two spilt halves of logs 
from six to eight feet long and six to 
eight Inches thick, shod with Iron, or 
with planks from three to fonr Inches 
thick, shod with Iron.) or sometimes by 
splitting a railroad tie with a saw. It 
is drawn by two borses aud is design- 
ed to run at an an^le to tbe axis of 
the rond. The object of the drag is to 
raovu a small quautity of earth and 
also to puddle the surface. The two 
half logs are set parallel about three- 
feet apart with the smooth sides fac- 
ing forward. They may be connected 
with any desired system of braces 
about at* Inches from the ground, but 
the drag should be rigid, and that la 
best secured by having two -lia-onal 
braces. 

Tbe first dragging may not produce 
tniK-h apparent beneiii. aud the opera- 
tion requires patience and persistence. 
The toad should lie dragged the entire 
length of the section, which should lie 
such as can be finished In oue day 
Where the travel after dragging tends 
to form two tracks with a center ridge 
of loose earth the drag should lie run 
directly In the center, or a slicker or 
clod smasher may be used to reduce 
the ridge. One immediate result which
